Fter many diſapointments an nnder-hand contrivances, and malicious 
machinations ; tie reltlets Faction grown hiz with miſchief, being 
no longer capablezto hide their Rancor, gave it vent, though to rheir 
Shame and Confuſion ; for as it has in molt Ages been Evident that 

Heaven fruſtrates and bla'ts evii Purpoſes and wicke4 Deligns ; ſo more eſpe- 

cially in this it has appeared even to a miracle, arid peculiarly 1n the preler- 

vation of his moſt Sacred i/ajeity the beft of Princes, and ſubduing'his Ene- 
mics under his Feet, to reuder all 300d men enarely happy, and to bring thoſe 
to Condeign Puniſhment, which neither clemency nor mildneſs- were able to 
reduce too, Or retain in the'r aue Ovedience to their Lawful Sovercign ; ſo 
that where Mercy cannot prevail, it 1s very 'realonabic. Fultice ſhould' take 
place, and Examplary Puniſhment reſtrain by fear, where Favour and Indul- 
ence proves ineffeual; that Treaſon and Trayrorous Deſigns, thoſe bains of 

Kingdoms and cifturbers of Common-Peace and Tranquility may be rooted 

- Out, or at leaſt overwhelmed . to a degree of rendring them impotent, and 
warn thoſe who have been, or hereafter ſhall be tempred by ſuch guiled' baits 

of Ruin by ſad Example, to fly and avoid them, as they tender their Safety and 
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Reputation, which had theſe Perſons whoſe Names follow, and who deſervedly 
fell by the hand ot Juſtice done, it might have proved happy to them and their 
Polterity ; but catering upon an unjult and unnatural Rebellion, being by Di- 
vine Proyicence fruſtrated by their wicked undertaking : They were taken in 
the Pit they had diged for others, and being with many more brought to Ju- 
ſti:e, and plain Prout made out againtt them, they received Sentence of Death 
as Rebels and Traytors againſt their King and Natural Lord, which Sentence 
was on Wedneſday the 30th. of Sep:-wber put in Execution, in the manner un- 
der mentioned, upon Nineteen of them.
